Assembly to Meet 


The National Assembly called to-

TENDENT ON EXPENSE 


AND ATTENDANCE. 


"Our average cost per pupil for in 


struction in the high school last yea 
was $48.64 compared with the stat 
average of $52.65," Supt. E. 
Doudna explained at the annual schoo 
meeting at the Lincoln High schoo 
Monday night. "Here a large enroll 
ment reduced the unit cost. 


Mr. Doudna explained that in th 


grades the cost per pupil for the pas 
year was $37.92 compared with a stat 
average of $33.50. This was due prin 
cipally, he explained, to the large cos 
per pupil in rooms having a small en 
rollment as those maintained: in th 
Edison and Irving schools. Irregulai 
inrollment in the grades and the ir- 
regularity which has been experienced 
during the past two years with seri- 
ous epidemics of sickness has figurec 
nto this cost. 


Janitor Services High. 


"Our Janitor service costs some- 


thing more than twice the state aver- 
age and our fuel cost was something 
nore than twice the state average/ 
-he superintendent explained, "while 
he light, water and power cost was 
"1.67 
per pupil compared with the 


state average of 92 cents. The fuel 
•ost is being- reduced this year by 
nverhauling the heating plant at the 
.incpln building. The power costs will 
ae slightly reduced while janitor ser- 
rices will remain about the same. 
Vhile the janitor service is

u'gher the buildings are much more 
arefully looked after than they are 
n most cities."

Finns have already been 
outlined, however, for the building of 
15 now churches Immediately nnd later 


to erect a church In every center of 
Baptist work. 


"The people of Japan are ready to 


listen to the gospel," a recent report of 
the field survey committee of the 
Northern 
Baptist 
Convention 
says. 


"Their faith in the old religions Is 
broken. But thi gospel must be pre- 
sented to them by men of their own 
race who are competent to present It 
in a strong, Intelligent way; We niust 
have thoroughly trained Japanese lead- 
ers and pastors who can command at- 
tention."

He began lecturing In 1887 at farm- 
ers' Institutes nnd dairy meetings, and 
continued to do so for twenty years. 
His school education was limited to 
the country district school, followed 
by n few years as a teacher during the 
winter. He also studied surveying and 
was county surveyor of Jefferson coun- 
ty for about twenty years. 


A dairy missionary In the full sense 


of the word, Mr. Goodrich worked 
with .considerable self-sacrifice and un- 
tiring effort on the platform and out 
in the open country. He has urged and 
helped others to become better dairy- 
men and to adopt a higher plane of liv- 
ing, with no prospect or expectation of 
compensation. Only a few men can 
parallel the personal sacrifice that 
ne made to help others to better dairy- 
Ing and from there to better living.

WOULD REVIVE THE 


FAMILY AS UNIT 


Church Heads Seek to Stimulate 


Common Interest and Offset 


Too Much Individualism. 


Saving the American family from 


"over-emphasized infiividualism" is an- 
nounced as a leading purpose of the 
New World Movement of Northern 
Baptists. 


"There is. too much talk of living 


one's own life and too little of the unit 
good," said Dr. H. A. Heath of the Gen- 
eral Board of Promotion of the North- 
ern Baptist Convention. "It is an un- 
usual family that has any vital common 
interest." 


To unify the family In its church life 


at 
least 
10,000 
Baptist 
churches 


throughout the country are being re- 
organized on the basis of what is 
known as the Family Group Plan. 
Every local church of the denomina- 
tion in the Northern states will be di- 
vided into family groups, with not more 
than ten families in a group; a leader 
wlTl be appointed, and (he various 
group' leaders, with tlie pastor, will 
form a church cabinet to put local and 
denominational programs Into elTect. 


"Family Sunday" will be observed »t 


least once each three months in all the 
Baptist churches in the country. Ev- 
erythlng.about the services, songs, text 
and sermon, will he chosen from the 
point of view of interesting the fami- 
ly. Members of the family will be iislt- 
ed to sit together, and in thousands of 
rows of seats in the United States fa- 
ther will head the row and tow-head 
son will occupy the end seat. 


Christian lenders sny that family 


prayers are held lit the present time 
in nnt more th'm nne out of every ten 


families o. .mrcti members. The Hap- 
tlst campaign will make an effort'to 
revive the custom la all (lie homes of 
that denomination. 


The various members of each family 


group In the church will be eipected to 
entertain .each other In their home*. 
'Since these divisions will be made 
without reference to social status, per- 
haps on an alphabetical basis or In 
some other equally Impartial way, this 
will mean a real test of Christian de- 
mocracy. . The leaders believe that the 
members of .the various congregations 
will corne through this acid test tri- 
umphantly. 


"Brotherhood ought to be nn actual 


working principle In our churches anil 
not tin idle word," Dr. Heath said. "If 
It is not an actual working principle 
this is the time for us to find it out. 
If there is Christian snobbishness It 
should be uprooted. But, as a mattei 
of fact, the Family Group Finn is be- 
ing met with favor wherever It is being 
tried out In our churches, and families 
write In that they welcome this oppor- 
tunity to mingle with those of varying 
viewpoints." 


Family week-end meetings will also 


be introduced into many local Baptist 
churches, at which the various mem- 
bers of the family will come together 
for readings, recitations, music, games 
and chat. These programs will j>ot 
necessarily be religious at all, the 
church lea'dcrs say. 
The church can 


safely be used for family enjoyment In 
these modern times, they declare. 


Dr. Heath contends that this reor- 


ganization of tli« cbareti on the family 
basis l> both wist and Datura). 


"The family I* tb* natural division 


wltMn the church as well as oiUld* o 
It," he said. "The Baptist Church l» 
simply recognizing this fact in th«N»w 
World Movement. If the movement re- 
sults In a stronger welding of family 
ties and In helping to settle the oatlu 
al discontent through tlie mlDiUog 
various classes the church, the home 
and the nation will all be tin better for 
it."

Buddhism Seeks to Regain Grip 


Buddhist priests of Burma, after Ig- 


noring the progress of Christian mis- 
sions in that country for more than a 
century, are making a vigorous effort 
to restore Buddhism to its old place. 
This is tlie report made by Baptist mis- 
sionaries in that field. The outcome of 
the struggle is of vital importance, as 
Burma has the most advanced ciyillza- 
tlon of any part of British India, and 
its influence is growing. 


I- With this in view, the General Board 


of Promotion of the Northern Baptist 
Convention believes that the working 
forces of Christianity should be dou- 
bled. Especially is this so since, under 
direction of the British authorities, the 
missionaries sent out by the Northern 
Baptists are conducting 55 per cent of 
the educational work of the country.. 
An indication of governmental co-oper- 
ation is found in the offer of tne au- 
thorities to pay half the cost of con- 
struction of a new plant for Judson 
College. The government, too, has se- 
cured a beautiful new campus outside 
the city of Rangoon. Schoojs of every 
grade, from kindergarten through .col- 
lege and seminary, are conducted by 
missionaries, and educational work is 
particularly strong among women and 
girls.
